‘Tireless’ five year bus 
campaign pays off as 
trial service launches

TRANSPORT 
campaigners are delighted 
that the 98 bus service, 
which runs from Highlight 
Park to King Square via 
Morrisons, will see an 
increase in journeys for a 
trial period. 

Local residents praised Mr 
Elwyn Toozer for fighting a 
tireless five-year campaign for 
the improved service. During 
that time, he has liaised with 
Cardiff Bus, the Vale Council 


and local politicians, and 
contacted the press to keep the 
story in the public eye. 

Residents will now have more 
flexibility in attending 
appointments, going to 
community clubs and shopping 
in Barry. The trial service 
started on Monday, September 
3. 

Mr Toozer said he hoped it 
would herald a brighter future 
for public transport in the town. 

“I am very pleased that this 
outcome has been achieved and 


if this trial period proves 
successful, the campaign will 
continue to reinstate the lost 
Saturday service. 

“I hope now that future 
passenger figures will allow the 
service extension to continue 
after December 21 operating as 
a purely commercial service.” 

Mr Toozer’s wife Jan told 
The GEM she wasn’t surprised 
he had succeeded in getting the 
improved service.

Legal challenge 
on Hinkley mud 


ANTI-nuclear 
activists have said 
they plan to 
challenge the 
decision to allow 
over 300,000 tonnes 
of mud from 
Hinkley Point C to 
be deposited in 
Cardiff Grounds 
an area of water off 
the coast north-east 
of Penarth, writes a 
GEM REPORTER. 

Natural Resources 
Wales (NRW), which 
gave the operation the 
green light, said the 
application for disposal 
had been thoroughly 
examined and was safe. 

The Welsh 

Government also said 
“.. .the material is 
within safe limits, 
poses no radiological 
risk to human health or 
the environment...” 

But assurances have 
not placated 
campaigners who 
recently gathered at the 
Senedd in Cardiff 
demanding that the 
dredging operation 
should not go ahead. 

Neil McEvoy, the 
AM for South Wales 
Central, said: “I’m 
concerned because I do 
not believe enough 
testing has been done. 

“We’re talking about 
mud being dredged 
from outside a nuclear

politicians in Cardiff 
Bay have utterly failed 
to take the necessary 
steps to protect us from 
it.” 

Richard Bramhall, 
chairman of the Welsh 
Anti-Nuclear Alliance 
(WANA), this week 
called on the 
Environment Minister 
Lesley Griffiths to halt 
the operation. 

He said: “We believe 
that the decision to 
grant the marine licence 
is unlawful and have 
therefore taken steps to 
take legal action to stop 
the operation. 

“Lesley Griffiths has 
the power to intervene 
and we call on her as 
Environment Secretary 
to do so until a 
thorough assessment of 
the risks has been taken 
- anything else would 
be irresponsible.” 

Max Wallis of 


Friends of the Earth, 
Penarth & Barry 
claimed NRW should 
not have cleared a 
licence for disposal. 

He said: “NRW up to 
recently stated the 
environmental impact 
assessment for dumping 
had been covered in the 
EIA for the jetty 
development in 
Somerset, covered by 
the Environment 
Agency. 

“But this was 
contradicted by 
CEFAS’s (Centre for 
Environment, Fisheries 
and Aquaculture 
Science) statement of 
2013, nevertheles s 
NRW wrongly issued 
the 2014 licence.”

"Wheeled bins may provide 
an answer’ says reader 


1 WRITE with 
reference to the 
comments of 
Cllr Geoffrey Cox 
printed in The 
GEM on August 23, 
in which he outlines 
the council’s 
decision to restrict 
the number of 
black bags collected 
from September 1. 

He said he understood 
how such controls are 
perceived and that as he 
is the cabinet member 
for neighbourhood 
services, he thought he 
should explain the 
reasoning behind this 
most difficult of 
decisions. 

Cllr Cox we have 
heard it all before. 

First, we were told to 
separate all our 
recyclable waste and 
then that was changed to 
tell us all we should co¬ 
mingle it. 

Cllr Cox then says the 
council could have 
invested in thousands of 
wheeled bins at a cost of 
mi llions of pounds. He 
says wheeled bins have 
not been proven to 
increase recycling or 
reduce operating costs. 

Does he not know that 
these wheeled bins are 
actually being used at 
present by many of the 


councils that are out¬ 
performing our council? 
Has he done any real 
thinking about all this? 
Or is he just making 
lame excuses for bad 
management? 

We as taxpayers pay 
vast amounts of council 
tax each year for an 
acceptable standard of 
service from the council 
and all we seem to get is 
to be threatened with 
enforcement action if we 
do not do their work for 
them. 

We are surrounded by 
pot holes and crazy 
traffic calming schemes 
which further add to our 
carbon footprint and 
now, if we have more 
than the dictated number 
of black bags, we will 
have to take them to the 
civic amenity centre at 
Atlantic Estate 
ourselves, further adding 
to pollution and the 
carbon footprint.

There were wheeled 
bins stacked up in the 
Court Road Depot for all 
to see.

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Penarth woman to 
skydive for charity 


A PENARTH woman, who 
has suffered from an 
eating disorder for over 
six years, is taking part in 
a skydive to raise 
awareness of the issue and 
support Beat, a UK 
charity. 

Musical theatre student Grace 
Leland (21), will take part in the 
sky dive in Swansea. 

She has already raised nearly 
£1,000 to help eating disorder 
sufferers and their families, 
beating her original target of 
£500. 

In October last year Grace 
relapsed in her illness “for what 
felt like the millionth time”. She 
had passed the age of 19 since 
her last referral and had to be re¬ 
referred from Child and 
Adolescent Mental Health 
Services to Adult Eating 
Disorder Services. 

Grace explained: “Eating 
disorders have dominated most 
of the past six years of my life. 
I’m not going to beat around the 


bush, it’s hell on earth. 

“The voice in my head has 
been so unbearably loud I 
haven’t been able to cope with it 
and when I go to the doctor I’m 
told that I’ll be at the top of the 
waiting list soon. This is where 
the work of Beat comes in. 

“I don’t want to be the girl 
that is scared of Tesco meal 
deals, that cries at her thighs or 
can’t go out for meals with 
friends because it’s too anxiety- 
inducing. 

“I don’t want to be so 
depressed I can’t get out of bed 
and I don’t want to feel suicidal 
and like my life isn’t worth 
living because of my mental 
health problems.” 

Grace hasn’t lost her sense of 
humour: “So obviously my way 
of combatting this is jumping out 
of an aeroplane! 

“Hopefully somewhere along 
the way from plane to ground, I 
can throw this voice out of my 
head and down into a field in 
Swansea. 

“In the process I will raise 


money for an amazing charity 
that helps people all over the 
country deal with eating 
disorders and fight for better 
understanding, treatment and 
research about these illnesses.” 

An estimated 1.25 million 
people in the UK suffer from an 
eating disorder. 

Beat’s Andrea Auburn said: 
“Grace is joining dozens of other 
brave volunteers who are 
skydiving to beat eating 
disorders. The courage of people 
like Grace taking part in the Big 
Jump will help ensure that fewer 
people face their battle alone. 

“Last year Beat directly 
supported over 17,000 people 
and this year we are hoping to 
help more than 40,000 people. 

“The dedication of Grace and 
other fundraisers like her is 
essential in achieving that goal.”

New look play area opens 
after £300,000 upgrade 

THE Vale Council has 
completed work on a 
£300,000 project to 
upgrade the play and 
multi-use games area at 
Paget Road in Penarth. 

Extensive landscaping has 
taken place and a raft of new 
equipment introduced, with 
money for the scheme secured 
through Section 106 contributions 
from local developments. 

Featuring an area suitable for 
toddlers, the site also contains a 
range of equipment aimed at 
children aged up to 12 years. 

The new equipment will 
include a zip wire style track ride, 
a multi-use climbing unit and a 
variety of other pieces, all 


installed by contractors Jones 
Brothers (Henllan) Ltd. 

A range of sports, such as 
football and basketball, are 
catered for inside the new multi¬ 
use games area, which also 
features floodlighting from dusk 
until 9pm, available on a button- 
push timer. 

The footpath to the west of the 
play area has been upgraded and 
moved away from the boundary 
fencing, while improvements to 
the one on the east include the 
installation of low level lights. 

This work has been undertaken 
as part of the North Penarth Open 
Space Improvement Scheme, 
which will also see improvements 
made to The Dingle and Cogan 
Recreation Ground, while Plassey 


Square has already been upgraded. 

Cllr Jonathan Bird, Vale 
Council Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and Planning, said: 
“This exciting project has seen 
Penarth’s Paget Road play area 
transformed into a modern and 
attractive environment for 
children of all ages and abilities. It 
is also part of an ongoing 
programme of investment in such 
facilities across the Vale. 

“A number of play areas in the 
county have already been 
upgraded and others are set for 
similar treatment in the near 
future. It is hoped we can provide, 
modern, safe and exciting 
environments for children to 
enjoy.”

POLICE in Barry have been cracking 
down on anti-social behaviour hot spots 
in the area in an operation designed to 
reduce alcohol related crime and 
disorder. 

Known as Operation Skylark, the campaign 
aimed to enforce the Public Space Protection 
Orders (PSPO) around Barry. The operation 
involved Barry police officers, British Transport 
Police as well as the Vale of Glamorgan Council’s 
civil enforcement team.

social behaviour in public spaces. These orders 
allow the council and police to work jointly to 
tackle community problems such as alcohol, dog 
fouling, and littering. 

The operation took place during two very busy 
weekends this summer in Barry Island on August 4 
and August 18. Alcohol was removed from people 
travelling on trains, on the promenade and beach 
areas on Barry Island where the PSPO orders are in 
place. 

Police Sergeant Mark John said: “In the summer 
months we often see an increase in incidents of 
anti-social behaviour. Alcohol is a key factor with 
people drinking excessively around parks and on 
the street - in this area it is Barry Island. 

“This reduces the quality of life for local 
residents and is frequently a precursor of later 
incidents of more serious incidents of crime and 
disorder. 

“This operation was to educate the public 
through the use of banners which were put in place 
and direct individuals to stop drinking in the PSPO 
areas. Any person not complying with a direction 
given by a designated officer commits a criminal 
offence and can be dealt with by way of fixed 
penalty notice, court summons or even arrest if 
necessary. 

“The operation involved officers in high 
visibility carrying out foot patrols in the designated 
areas and engaging with members of the public. 
The primary focus of the operation was to educate 
the public around the orders, seize alcohol and 
prevent anti-social behaviour which will also 
reduce more serious crime and disorder because of 
the early intervention. 

“The enforcement of these PSPO areas helps 
create a more family friendly environment and this 
in turn can boost the popularity of Barry Island for 
tourism and trade in the area.” 

Officers also confiscated a large quantity of 
alcohol from underage drinkers who had gathered 
at Porthkerry Park following their GCSE results 
last week. 

The teenagers were spoken to by officers about 
the dangers of underage drinking. 

Officers are investigating where the alcohol 
came from so that they can take further action if 
necessary. 

Adults who are found to be buying alcohol for 
under 18s can be fined £80 and also risk further 
prosecution by the courts. Licensed premises can 
also be fined and may even lose their license. 

Anyone with information about underage 
drinking or alcohol sale to under 18s in the Barry 
area should call us on 101.

Mr Wallis continued: 
“Moreover, their own 
rules say that an EIA is 
always required for 
projects within a 
European conservation 
site, as is the Severn 
Estuary.” 

Natural Resources 
Wales issued a marine 
licence to NNB Genco 
in July 2014. It 
authorised the disposal 
of dredged material 
from the Bristol Channel 
sea bed at the Hinkley 
Point C development to 
the ‘Cardiff Grounds’ 
disposal site. 

A spokesman said: 
“Every element of the 
application was 
considered thoroughly 
including testing of the 
sediment from the 
dredge sites by 
independent experts in 
accordance with 
international standards 
and guidelines, and 
advice from health 
experts. 

“The results showed 
the material was suitable 
for disposal at sea. 

“We’ve tried to 
reassure people that the 
proposed activity will 
not harm people or the 
environment. We’ve 
answered all the 
questions and challenges 
we’ve received from 
concerned people, which 
can be found on our 
website. 

“We remain confident 


that all the requirements 
under current best 
practice and 
international guidelines 
have been met in our 
determination of this 
licence.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “The 
recent National 
Assembly Committee 
report showed Natural 
Resources Wales made 
their determination 
based on expert advice. 

“It also confirmed all 
tests and assessments 
concluded the material 
is within safe limits, 
poses no radiological 
risk to human health or 
the environment and is 
safe and suitable to be 
disposed of at sea.” 

EDF Energy, which 
owns the power station 
at Hinkley Point, said 
dredging needed to be 
done to enable it to start 
on important work to the 
infrastructure of the new 
power station. 

A spokesman said: 
“The dredging of mud 
from the seabed off the 
Hinkley Point C site is 
necessary ahead of 
drilling six vertical 
shafts for the cooling 
water system for the 
new nuclear power 
station. 

“The mud is typical 
of sediment found 
anywhere in the Bristol 
Channel and no different 
to sediment already at 
the Cardiff Grounds site. 
Greenpeace has

acknowledged that the 
mud is ‘not toxic’. 

“Natural Resources 
Wales has confirmed 
that new, independent 
analysis of sediment 
samples taken in 2017 
carried out by CEFAS 
has again shown that the 
sediment is not classed 
as radioactive under UK 
law. It poses no threat to 
human health or the 
environment. 

“The original testing 
and radiological impacts 
were assessed using 
internationally accepted 
best practice and the 
original findings have 
been confirmed by the 
latest analysis.” 

EDF says testing has 
been carried out 
independently at a depth 
of up to 4.8 metres, and 
not the five centimetres 
claimed by campaigners. 

The removal and 
disposal of the mud is 
likely to begin later in 
September.

Barry man jailed 
for stabbing 


KEIRON Parker, 
aged 21, was jailed 
for seven-and-a- 
half years on 
September 3, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court, after 
pleading guilty to 
causing grievous 
bodily harm with 
intent and 
possession of an 
offensive weapon in 
a public place. 

The charges relate to 
an incident which took 
place at an address in 
South Walk, Barry, in 
the early hours of June 
3. 

Parker and his victim 
- a 42-year-old local 
man - were known to 
each other. Both had 
been to a party on June 
2 and returned to their 
home in South Walk in 
the evening. 

An argument over a 
neighbour playing 
music too loudly 
resulted in Parker 
running out to the 
garden with a seven- 
inch hunting knife in 
order to confront them. 

The victim said he 
ran after Parker as he 
was concerned about 
what he was going to 
do. 

After getting Parker 
back into the house, the 
victim tried to calm him 
down but was attacked 
by Parker. 

Parker stabbed the

man three times; once to 
the head, to the back 
and right bicep. The 
injuries to the victim’s 
arm required surgery. 

The victim is still 
suffering from his 
injuries and does not 
have any feeling in two 
fingers on his right 
hand. 

In a victim personal 


statement, the man said 
Parker’s actions have 
cost him everything and 
he cannot work due to 
his injuries. 

Detective Constable 
Matthew Lea said: “The 
injuries, particularly the 
wound to the head, 
highlight how serious an 
assault this was and the 
victim could easily have 
lost his life. 

“The victim is still 
suffering with his 
injuries as a result of 
this attack by Parker. 

“Knife crime is 
unacceptable. Carrying 
a knife is a crime, even 
without using it, and 
will result in 
prosecution. 

“If someone you 
know carries a knife, 
they should be made to 
think about what they 
are doing and what the 
consequences are.”

DOG walkers and 
the Vale Council 
are working closely 
together to meet the 
challenge to ensure 
that dog mess is 
cleaned up and 
there are sensible 
measures as a result 
of an intervention 
by Alun Cairns MP. 

The Vale MP has 
brought community 
campaigners together 
with representatives 
from the Vale Council, 
including the Deader Cllr 
John Thomas and 
Cabinet Member Cllr 
Geoffrey Cox, to discuss 
the proposed ‘dog 
controls’. 

The controls, 
otherwise known as 
Public Space Protection 
Orders (PSPOs), had 
caused a major backlash 
among dog owners in 
the Vale, with social 
media campaigns 
gathering thousands of 
followers. 

The public 
consultation has now 
closed with the results 
expected to be released 
by October. The Council 
are in the process of 
considering responses 
and used this meeting to 
discuss their initial 
findings and how they 
can work in cooperation 
with responsible dog 
owners. 

The aim of the 
meeting was to find a 
reasonable way forward 
and joint approach. This 
would attempt to meet 
the needs of dog owners 
but also tackles issues 
such as dog fouling. 

At the meeting, it was 
decided that the Council 
will continue to 
regularly meet dog 
owners to track the 
progress of any changes 
that are introduced, 
ensuring dialogue from 
the community. 

Mr Cairns said: “I’m 
very glad that the 
Council agreed to meet 
with me and members 
from the campaign 
group to discuss the 
proposals. 

“This is a real result 
for dog owners and I felt 
that the meeting went 
very well, with both 
sides approaching the 
matter sensibly.” 

He added: “Having 
joined the campaign 
groups in their fight 
against excessive 
controls, I wanted to 
ensure that community 
voices are heard in this 
process. That’s why I’m 
very pleased that the 
conversations will be 
continuous as this 
progresses, ensuring that 
dog owners can 
feedback on what works 
and what doesn’t.”

Controversial 
weedkiller: Local 
councils detail usage 


FOLLOWING a 
landmark court 
case in California 
earlier this month 
where a jury 
ordered the 

chemical company 
Monsanto to pay 
£226m damages to a 
man who claimed 
herbicides 
containing 
glyphosate had 
caused his cancer, 
local authorities in 
the area have 
commented on their 
use of the chemical. 

In the case, brought by 
a groundskeeper who 
was diagnosed with non- 
Hodgkin’s lymphoma in 
2014, a jury found that 
Monsanto knew its 
Roundup and RangerPro 
weedkillers were 

dangerous and failed to 
warn consumers. 

Glyphosate is the 
world’s most common 
weed-killer and is used 
by the majority of local 
authorities on areas such 
as highways, footpaths 
and parks. 

Following requests for 
details on whether 
councils use the specific 
brand Roundup or 
products with glyphosate 
in, many pointed to its 
approval for use by 
regulatory bodies. 

Some councils said 
they would be reviewing 
the herbicide’s usage 
while others said there 
was a need for national 
guidance on the issue. 

A Welsh Government 
spokesman said guidance 
would “shortly” be 
issued to the Welsh Local 
Government Association. 

He said: “We are in the 
process of producing a 
comprehensive 
information note for 
local authorities on 
glyphosate’s current 
approval status and the 
statutory obligations for 
using plant protection 
products such as 
Roundup.” 

While there are 
conflicting reports over 
whether glyphosate can 


lead to cancer, the 
Californian case is the 
first lawsuit to go to trial 
alleging the link. 

The World Health 
Organisation says it is 
“probably carcinogenic” 
to humans but the 
European Food Safety 
Authority says 

glyphosate is unlikely to 
cause cancer in humans. 

The European 

Commission recently 
granted the weedkiller 
another five-year licence. 

During the trial in 
California, the 

groundskeeper’s lawyers 
said he regularly used a 
form of RangerPro while 
working at a school. 

Monsanto denies that 
glyphosate causes cancer 
and says it intends to 
appeal against the ruling. 

Local councils were 
asked: 

• Whether they use 
Roundup on weeds or 
any product containing 
glyphosate. 

• Whether they would 
be reviewing their usage 
if they do use the 
herbicide, following the 
Californian court ruling. 

• Details on what they 
use to kill weeds if they 
don’t use products 
containing glyphosate. 

A spokesperson for 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council 

(BCBC) said: “When 
spraying weeds, our staff 
and contractors do use 
products that contain 
glyphosate as it is present 
in the vast majority of 
commercially available 
weed killers. 

“All of our staff 
involved in weed 
spraying duties are given 
appropriate safety 
training and certification. 

“Like all other local 


authorities, we will be 
keeping a close eye on 
any developments 
regarding the use of 
glyphosate.” 

A spokesperson for 
Cardiff City Council 
said: “I can confirm that 
we don’t use Roundup on 
weeds, or any product 
which contains 

glyphosate.” 

A spokesperson for the 
Vale Council said: “The 
council does use 
glyphosate on its 
highway network, as do 
the majority of local 
authorities in the UK and 
Ireland at the present 
time. 

“The council ensures 
that any chemicals used 
are authorised by the 
appropriate organisations 
and understands that 
glyphosate was licensed 
to use last November by 
the European Food 
Safety Agency and the 
European Chemicals 
Agency and that this 
position is supported by 
the Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (DEFRA). 

“Managing weeds in 
the Vale is absolutely 
necessary and the council 
only uses professional, 
experienced contractors, 
who adopt best practice, 
to carry out such work. 

“We will monitor 
whether appropriate 
alternative solutions 
become available in 
relation to this issue and 
continue to follow all 
advice and guidance 
from relevant agencies.”

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Vale Council’s 
catering service 
loses £243k in 


‘transition phase’ 


A new catering service being 
set up by the Vale Council has 
lost almost a quarter of a 
million pounds in a year - 
before it’s even been fully 
launched. 

The council will launch a company 
to deliver its catering services from 
April next year in a bid to save almost 
£230,000 across five years to 2022. 

But a report has revealed the project 
lost £243,912 in 2017/18 as part of its 
‘transition phase’- which involves 
establishing the new brand, staff 
training and exploring new business 
opportunities. 

That’s almost five times more than 
the £54,054 that was forecasted in the 
initial business case. 

Plaid Cymru has said any savings 
achieved by the new council-owned 
catering company have now been 
thrown into doubt. 

But the council said the figures are 
not representative of the new company 
in operation. 

Cllr Nic Hodges, vice-chairman of 
the council’s learning and culture 
committee, said: “We were promised 
that the Vale’s new catering trading 
company would be sustainable, but this 
first year alone has wiped out nearly all 
of the savings that were supposed to be 
made in the five-year business plan. 

“There has been an overspend on 
rental costs and staffing which will 
continue every year unless they cut 
back on the service being provided.” 

The difference in costs were the 
result of a number of changes affecting 


the catering service as a council 
service, which were not forecasted at 
the time of the development of the 
business plan, the council says. 

This includes £96,000 costs in gas 
safety testing and remedial work to 
ensure the service complies with 
legislation. 

Some of the extra losses were 
caused because rental costs had been 
left out of the original projections in 
2017, and staffing costs were higher 
than projected. 

The council decided to set up the 
company in April 2017 to reduce costs 
and increase the commercial nature of 
the business, and to generate money to 
be invested into schools. 

No reduction to staff numbers in the 
catering service has been planned. 

Cllr Bob Penrose, Vale Council 
cabinet member for learning and 
culture, said elements of the original 
business plan have not yet had an 
opportunity to be fully implemented - 
which will have had an impact on the 
numbers presented. 

He said: “It is important to note that 
these costs would have been incurred 
regardless of the project to establish a 
local authority trading company. 

“The programme of work in 
establishing the LATC is aimed at 
providing alternative sources of 
income to mitigate and protect schools 
against these additional cost pressures. 

“As a service within the council, 
catering has not overspent against its 
revenue budget.”

Human stories of the 


Vale of Glamorgan 
Railway sought 


I AM researching some of the 
human stories behind the 
construction of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Railway in the 
1890s, and the many mainly 
young men and boys who were 
involved in accidents while 
working on it. 

I already have a lot of factual 
information from contemporary 
sources, but would now like to try to 
contact any living relatives of those 
involved who may still live in the area 
and be willing to share any family 
stories about the men. I am very 
aware that there may be people still 
alive today with a close attachment to 
one of those involved, so I would like 
to gain their permission to recount 
what happened in any possible future 
publication. Some of the details may 
not be known by family members 
over 120 years later, so I would like to 


share some of my materials with 
them. 

I am particularly keen to trace these 
men: 

Thomas Alexander Morgan b.1874, 
Thomas Henry Price b.1867, and 
Martin Sullivan b.1875, all living in 
the area around Aberthaw and St 
Athan in 1895. Also, Robert 
Ambridge b. 1883 in Sussex, James 
Gully b. 1872, and Alexander 
Robertson Miller b. 1869, all living in 
the Barry area in 1895. 

Lastly I am also looking for 
Thomas Wilcox, a foreman for the 
contractors who may have lived 
anywhere in the Glamorgan area, and 
died in 1896.

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There’s no Happytime 
in this Murder-ously 
awful celluloid disaster... 


A S we’ve seen 
from 

numerous 
TV shows and 
films, puppets and 
humans can co¬ 
exist together, 
usually in a 
harmonious, 
friendly way that 
may involve a 
singsong or two on 
a certain street. 

But what if you 
stripped away the joy 
and happiness and threw 
humans and puppets into 
the sort of seedy world 
populated by the less- 
than-salubrious denizens 
of the world? 

Then you have The 
Happytime Murders. 

It stars Melissa 
McCarthy, playing 
detective Connie 
Edwards, who teams up 
with her former partner, 
private eye (and puppet) 
Phil Philips (Bill 
Barretta) when former 
members of TV show 
The Happytime Gang are 
being killed off. 

Connie and Phil must 
reconcile their 
differences and track 
down the murderer 


before its too late... 

Maybe it's my 
childish sense of 
humour, but the thought 
of seeing puppets 
drinking, swearing and 
generally behaving badly 
is something that tickles 
me. 

Unfortunately, it's not 
something that can 
sustain a 90-minute film, 
as The Happytime 
Murders shows. It’s a 
film that has the 
occasional big laugh, but 
all too often stutters 
along with perfunctory 
plotting, atypical gags 
that you expect from 
broad comedies and 
makes the audience lose 
the will to live long 
before the central 
mystery is uncovered. 

On paper it seems a 
good idea, doing for 
puppets what Team 
America: World Police 
did for supermarionettes, 
or what Avenue Q has 
done on the stage - 
taking them from their 
pigeonhole of children’s 
entertainment and 
bringing them into the 
adult world.

What’s frustrating is 
that there are some 
clever ideas here 
(humans getting puppet 
organ transfers, the 
notion that all puppets 
do is sing and dance) but 
they just aren’t executed 
to any satisfactory 
degree. 

Technically it’s 
impressive (and the end 
credits are worth sitting 
through, no matter how 
much you want to 
escape the cinema, to 


see how they filmed it) 
but it feels like faint 
praise at best. 

Directed by Brian 
Henson (son of Jim, and 
director of the classic 
Muppets Christmas 
Carol), you expect the 
technical aspect of the 
film to be seamless and 
well done, but visually 
the film is flat and plods 
along, Henson 
seemingly happy to revel 
in the grown-up gags 
without bringing any 
flair or elan to 
proceedings. 

Bill Barretta as 
Phillips nails the 
Marlowe-esque PI (in 
puppet form) he was no 
doubt aiming for, while 
Melissa McCarthy all to 
often falls back on 
name-calling improv or 
loudly raising her voice 
that, while her calling 
card, does little to raise 
the laugh rate here. 

There's a dependable 
human cast around them, 
the likes of Elizabeth 
Banks, Joel McHale and 
Leslie David Baker, but 
it’s the always-watchable 
Maya Rudolph who gets 
the most out of her 
character; as Phil’s 
secretary, she plays to 
genre type but throws in 
enough to make her the 
most enjoyable character 
on show here. 

What’s most 
surprising is how lazily 
conceived the plot is; the 
murder mystery part is 


pretty obvious about 
halfway in, while the 
divide between humans 
and puppets, especially 
in the current climate, 
could have been 
explored far more 
interestingly and 
satirically, rather than 
just through a few 
offhand comments. 

Once the shock of 
seeing puppets behaving 
badly wears off (and 
that’s pretty much about 
five minutes in), you’re 
left with a film that 
raises few laughs, a 
boring plot that is 
predictable and very 
little to warm to. 

If you're looking for a 
Happytime then it’s 
probably best you stay 
away from this Murder¬ 
ously awful effort. 

VERDICT-A film 
with a gag that is one 
note, and that note one 
that plays for 90 
minutes, means The 
Happytime Murders is a 
terrible film, one devoid 
of a decent script and, 
most importantly, 
laughs. The odd 
enjoyable turn doesn’t 
lift the spirits of a film 
that is technically well 
done, but with little else 
to commend it for it’s 
empty praise indeed. 
Avoid at all costs.

THE days of 
parking fines at 
Barry Hospital 
could be over after 
Cardiff and Vale 
University Health 
Board announced 
new regulations 
had been agreed. 

In the past, visitors 
and patients to the 
hospital had complained 
of being fined due to 
misunderstandings in 
how the system worked. 

The revised system 
will provide automatic 
free parking for up to 
four hours with no need 
to enter a vehicle 
registration up front, 
unless patients or 
visitors plan to stay for 
more than four hours. 

The new system 
became operational on 
September 3. 

Local AM Jane Hutt, 
who had pressed for the 
changes to car parking 
arrangements, 
welcomed the move and 
the fact that constructive 
discussions with health 
chiefs had reached a 
positive conclusion. 

She said: “I am 
delighted my proposal 
to change the car 
parking arrangements at 
Barry Hospital has been 
accepted by the health 
board with the 
Llandough arrangements 
for four hours free 
parking coming into 
force at Barry Hospital. 

“I have been 
supporting constituents 
faced with parking 
fines, often escalating, 
as a result of the current 
system since it was 
introduced. 

“I trust and hope the 
new arrangements, 
which will be trialled 
over the new few 
months, will bring relief 
and confidence to 
patients and visitors to 
Barry Hospital. 

“The car park is 
strictly reserved for 
Barry patients and 
visitors and I trust it will 
not be used for any 
other parking purpose 
and this will be 
monitored so the new

It was supported by local pubs, businesses and sports clubs. 

Llantwit Major RFC played their first match of the season in support of 
the event. 

Organisers said they hoped MajorPride/PrideMawr would bring the 
community together and encourage more people to visit the historic town.

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Medical facilities for a new town and the early 
GPs 1888-1908 by Laurie Owen Part 8b continued 


Local historian 
Laurie Owen 
continues his look 
at the rapid 
growth of the town 
of Barry during 
the period 1888 to 
1908. 

NFECTIOUS 
diseases such as 
scarlet fever, 
diarrhoea, typhoid, 
and whooping cough 
were a major concern 
and the MoH Dr 
Neale had been trying 
to convince the Local 
Board of the need for 
a permanent hospital. 

In November 1893, 
the committee served 
notice of ‘compulsory 
purchase’ of the 11,295 
acres of Sully Island 
owned by the Right 
Honourable Baron 
Wimbome. Earlier plans 
on land at the Colcot had 
been abandoned 
following Local 
Government concerns 
over drainage. 

A year later, the 
temporary hospital 
erected in 1891 was 
removed from the Docks 
to the Colcot site in the 
hope of making it 
permanent. Four years 
later, the UDC were 
granted a loan of £6,047 
to build a permanent 
infectious diseases 
hospital at the Colcot, 
with Sully Island a thing 
of the past. 

In June, an 
‘ambulance carriage’ 
was purchased for 90 
guineas to convey 
smallpox patients to and 
from the hospital, with a 
shed to be built to house 
it. 

In 1897, when 
bubonic plague from 
Bombay was reported, 

Dr Neale visited the 
ships in quarantine daily 
until they were free of 
infection and well aware 
of the dangers. 


FIVE organisations 
shared £27,000 of 
funding for a wide 
range of services in 
the Vale recently 
aimed at older 
people. 

The services funded 
were: 

• A dedicated 
caseworker who will 
link to GPs and give 
advice and support to 
older people. 

• Weekly 
intergenerational 
activities to help address 
loneliness, isolation and 
sedentary living for up 
to 35 ethnic minority 
men and women aged 
50+ and young people 
aged 16-25. 

• Services to support 
requests received from 
carers about financial 
matters. This will 
specifically provide 
support for older carers. 

• The establishment 


Frustratingly for the 
doctor, George Rutter 
would not start building 
at the Colcot for another 
two years and although 
it was reported in 
February 1899 that the 
new hospital was ready, 
Dr Neale added that it 
was ‘complete except for 
furniture’. 

The following year, 
the Local Government 
Board sanctioned use of 
the sanatorium for 
smallpox only, with the 
County Council 
confirming that no other 
diseases could be 
admitted while smallpox 
was being treated. 

Dr Neale further 
declared that when it 
was ‘furnished’ by 1902, 
it was only seamen who 
would be treated for 
smallpox and typhoid 
fever. His report also 
said that Barry 
townspeople would not 
be admitted for another 
10 years and to illustrate 
the local demand, in 
1913 there were 135 
admissions with 268 the 
year after. 

In 1904, 119 children 
under the age of one had 
died, with 33 deaths 
caused by mothers still 
not knowing how to feed 
infants properly. Two 
years later, Dr Neale 
announced that the 
infant death rate was ‘as 
high as it was 70 years 
ago’. 

After striving to 
improve the health of 
young children for 
almost 20 years, this fact 
would have caused him 
distress on a personal 
level but should also 
have spurred on 
councillors to address 
the issues at the Colcot 
Sanatorium and the 
much-delayed new 
accident hospital in 
Wyndham Street. 

The Notification of 
Births Act was adopted 
in 1908 and this would 
lead to the lowering of 


of a second Barry 
support group for older 
people who experience 
depression and anxiety. 

• A new nail cutting 
service in Penarth and 
an extension to the 
current clinic in St 
Athan. 

The Cardiff & Vale

the infant death rate, 
much to the delight of 
Dr Neale. Nurses from 
Woodlands Road would 
now visit the homes of 
new babies five times in 
the first year, to instruct 
and advise mothers on 
their general welfare. In 
the following year, 
nurses made 3,221 visits 
and the number of infant 
deaths dropped by 34 
per cent, with similar 
improvement thereafter. 

Meanwhile in 
December 1892, the 
Local Board had been 
refused permission to 
build a separate cholera 
hospital on Flat Holm. 
Cardiff Corporation 
allowed patients from 
Barry to be treated at 
their existing hospital on 
the island for a fixed 
sum per head. After 
years of persistence, 
they finally agreed to 
extend the hospital, with 
Barry still paying a fixed 
sum per head but also a 
share of the £3,000 
building costs. 

The Marquis of Bute 
leased the land for 99 
years at £100 pa and in 
May 1897, the official 
inspection took place. 
There were 12 beds in 
two wards, a laundry 
block and a 
crematorium, all built 
with stone from the 
island. This would 
isolate all patients 
arriving by sea, 
preventing them from 
reaching dry land and 
was the only Victorian 
sanatorium to be built on 
a British offshore island. 

A historic occasion 
took place in 1897, 
when 22-year-old Italian 
inventor Guglielmo 
Marconi transmitted the 
first wireless signal over 
open sea from Flat Holm 
to Lavernock, a distance 
of four miles. 

Back on dry land, in 
August 1900 there was 
much debate over a 
permanent smallpox 
hospital at the Waycock, 
with Joshua Prout 
winning the £8,160 
contract and the Local 
Government Board 
sanctioning a loan of 
£8,000. The land cost 
£1,530 but, as always 
seemed to happen, 
political infighting 
would take up a great 
deal of time, before any 
construction could 
begin. 

JC Meggitt wanted to 
continue using the 
temporary hospital, 
possibly on Barry Island 
or at Colcot Road and 
advised that a new one 
could cost upwards of 
£11,000. With only 23 
smallpox cases treated in 
the last seven years, this 
seemed a sound financial 
argument. However, Dr 
O’Donnell wanted to 
proceed with a 
permanent one purely on 
medical grounds, backed 
up by the British 
Medical Journal and The 
Lancet. 

Local feelings 
however were running 
high against the good 
doctor’s opinion and 
there followed a huge 
procession of 250 
‘vehicles’ and protesters 
with banners such as 



Dr Neale. 


‘Britons never will be 
slaves’ and ‘trust the 
people’. 

While wealthy 
residents such as John 
Lowdon, the graving 
dock manager and 
popular chairman of the 
School Board, were the 
proud owners of 
‘ingenious new motor 
cars’ in 1899, it seems 
unlikely that he would 
have risked his prized 
possession in such a 
convoy. 

The vehicles 
assembled would have 
been horses drawing 
carts, traps, cabs, 
carriages, hackney 
carriages, brakes and 
single horsemen. Locals 
lining the streets must 
have been in awe at the 
sight of so many and 
such variety of 
‘transport’. 

While protest may 
have delayed the project 
and lessened the cost to 
ratepayers, in time the 
permanent hospital 
would be built. When 
the smallpox hospital 
finally opened on 
Waycock Road in early 
1908, architect and town 
surveyor JC Pardoe had 
designed a smaller 
complex which HS 
Rendell built for £4,624, 
including £832 for the 
land. On an elevated two 
acre site with a six feet 
stone boundary wall, 
access was by way of a 
200 yard ‘carriage drive’ 
from the main road. 

There were male and 
female wards with four 
beds in each and a 
further four beds in an 
observation block, plus 
the usual facilities for 
nursing staff. 

Many years later 
while taking students to 
this location by coach, 
the long carriage drive 
was still very narrow 
and I was shocked to 
discover there was no 
easy way to turn around 
after dropping my 
passengers. On 
reflection, it must have 
been a challenge with 
horses and a carriage. 

When Dr Neale 
retired in 1914, his 
colleague Percy Wheeler 
Kent was appointed 
Medical Officer of 
Health and years later 
Glamorgan County 
Council honoured them 
both by naming the 
hospital on Colcot Road, 
the ‘Neale and Kent’. 

Following his death in 
1917, it was revealed 
that Dr Neale had left 
funds to enable a charity 
in his name to benefit 
the poor children of 
Barry. Its aims were to 


help with the relief of 
poverty, the promotion 
of education and 
provision of items such 
as clothes and boots for 
many years to come. 

The good doctor came 
to Barry as work on the 
docks began in 1884 and 
two years later, he 
married Sarah Matthews 
at Penmark Church. He 
was the first GP and 
Medical Officer of 
Health and featured 
prominently in the fight 
against all disease. 

Thousands of new 
residents attracted many 
doctors and this short list 
highlights how 
inexperienced some of 
them were. Several 
became members of the 
Local Board and various 
committees, helping to 
build the infrastructure 
needed for the town to 
develop. 

Only doctors who 
came to Barry prior to 
1900 have been included 
and we should remember 
that treatment would 
have to be paid for, 
either through worker’s 
insurance, friendly 
society benefits or their 
own means. 

Alfred Joseph Gore, 
born cl864 in Australia, 
qualified LRCP(London) 
MRCS(Eng) in 1886 and 
assisted Dr Neale for 
several years in TA 
Walker’s hospital in 
High Street. When that 
closed in 1889, he 
opened two rooms in 
Princess Street as a 
temporary hospital, to 
treat workers injured on 
the docks. He was living 
on Barry Road with wife 
Edith and three young 
children, before moving 
to Chester. 

Edward Trehame 
qualified LRCP, 
LRCS(Ed), 

LRFPS(Glas) in 1888 
and opened a practice in 
Vere Street two years 
later. He was living at 1 
Belle Vue Terrace with 
wife Nellie Elizabeth 
and four-year-old David 
Edward, until her tragic 
death in 1897. Two years 
later he married 
Margaret Louise Crooke 
and in 1901 they were 
living with eight-year- 
old Leslie at ‘Cadoxton 
House’ before his 
sudden death of heart 
disease three years later, 
aged just 42. 

He served on the 
Local and School 
Boards, the UDC, was a 
County Councillor and 
appointed JP in March 
1896. 

John Powell qualified 
LRCP LRCS(Ed) in 
1882 and left a position 
at Carmarthen Lunatic 
Asylum in August 1889. 
The following June he 
opened a surgery near 
the Victoria Hotel and 
moved into his newly 
built home at 21 
Porthkerry Road in 
1895, with his surgery 
then at 161 Holton 
Road. 

He served on the 
Burial Board and was 
still active in town in 
1919. 

William Lloyd 
Edwards qualified 
MRCS(Eng) 
LRCP(Lond) in 1884 


and bought a house at 23 
Iddesleigh Street (later 
Main Street) in 1889. 
Two years later he was 
briefly at Glebe Terrace 
(Holton Road) before 
moving to ‘Gwynfryn’, 
142 Holton Road. When 
he died in December 
1911 he was living at 
‘Glanhafren’, Romilly 
Park with his father and 
sister. 

He served on the 
School Board. 

Peter Joseph 
O’Donnell qualified 
LRCSI(Dublin) in 1882, 
arriving in Barry four 
years later. He 
immediately became 
involved in the 
community as the town 
grew, living at 24 Barry 
Road in 1891 and 1901 
before moving to the 
‘Towers’ at 163 Holton 
Road by 1911. When he 
died in 1937 he was 
living at 159 Holton 
Road. 

A member of the first 
Local Board in 1888, at 
various times he was on 
the School Board and 
Public Works, Bye-Laws 
and Health Committees. 
He remained very active 
and was still a member 
of the UDC in 1919. 

John Livingstone 
qualified MB.CM(Glas) 
in 1888 and MD in 
1900, with a surgery at 
10 High Street. He lived 
at the ‘Towers’, 163 
Holton Road in 1891, 
joined four years later by 
his wife Mary and son 
Duncan. For various 
reasons it was not a 
happy marriage and 
there followed a very 
bitter divorce in 1905. 

He next lived alone at 
‘Arno House’, 159 
Holton Road, then 
married Kate Maria 
Williams in early 1917 
before dying four years 
later. He was a member 
of the School Board. 

Nicholas John 
Northey Bray qualified 
MRCS(Eng) 
LRCP(Lond) in 1886 
and set up in practice at 
‘Plimsoll House’, 
Kingsland Crescent by 
March 1892. From the 
outset he was very busy, 
being so close to the 
docks and by 1901 he 
was still in the Crescent 
at number 86, ‘The 
Hollies’. By the time of 
his death in 1916 aged 
just 57, he had built up a 
large practice over 23 
years. He served on the 
Hospital Committee. 

Charles Francis 
Gilborne Sixsmith 
qualified LRCP and 
LRCS(Edin) 
LRFPS(Glas) in 1892 
and began practice at 
188 Holton Road while 
living at 13 Glebe 
Terrace(Holton Road). 
From 1910 he lived and 
worked at 1 Holton 
Road with wife Muriel, 
remaining there until his 
death in 1936. This 
purpose-built property 
was on the corner of 
Lower Buttrills Road 
where the Register 
Office used to be. He 
served on the Hospital 
Committee and the 
UDC. 

Patrick Alexander 
Kelly qualified LRCSI 
1873, LRCP(Edin) and 


LM 1874, was in East 
Barry in the autumn of 
1891 and by the next 
census was living at 
‘ Avoca’, 26 York Place 
with wife Margaret, 
Robert and Kathleen, 
before dying the 
following summer aged 
53. He was on the Barry 
Dock Nursing 
Association and Hospital 
Committees. 

John Charles King 
qualified MRCS(Eng) 
LRCP(Lond) in 1892 
and a year later was 
appointed assistant 
Medical Officer to Dr 
Neale, replacing Dr 
Rosser Evans. In 1895 
he became a partner of 
Dr Neale, living with 
him at ‘Mountsorrel’, 
Porthkerry Road. After a 
long career he retired to 
the Parade and died in 
April 1954. 

George Gillon Irving 
born in Calcutta, 
qualified LRCS and 
LRCP(Ed) LRFPS(Glas) 
in 1896, arrived in Barry 
two years later. His 
practice was at 
‘Lindisfame’, 1 Windsor 
Road, where he lived 
with wife Lily until his 
death in 1934. He was 
known locally for 
visiting patients on foot 
and never owning a car. 

Percy Wheeler Kent 
qualified MRCS(Eng) 
LRCP(Lond) then later 
DPH(Cambridge). He 
assisted Dr. Trehame 
from 1899, before 
becoming a partner in 
the practice at ‘Amo 
House’, 159 Holton 
Road. In 1911 he was 
living with his wife 
Martha at ‘Springbank’, 
Porthkerry Road then 
three years later was 
appointed MOH on Dr 
Neale’s retirement. 

When he died in 1953, 
his home was at 3 Park 
Court, Park Road. 

Percy Christopher 
Charles Billups qualified 
MRCS(Engl) 
LRCP(Lond) in 1886 
and opened a practice at 
23 Plymouth Road in 
July 1897. After many 
years on the Island, he 
died in 1938 at Henley. 

Samuel P Smith 
qualified LRCP and 
LRCS (Ed) LRFPS(Glas) 
in 1893 and was living 
at 2 Park Road in the 
1901 census with wife 
Alice and three month 
old Maud. It is probable 
that he left the area as 
quietly as he had 
arrived. 

Edward John 
Herington Budge, 
qualified LRCP 
LRCS (Ed) LRFPS(Glas) 
in 1894 and arrived in 
Barry four years later, 
with a practice at 49 
Kenilworth Road and 
also a surgery at Dock 
View Chambers. With 
sister Annie Elizabeth, 
their home and practice 
in 1901 was at 
‘Broomcroft’ on the 
corner of Court Road 
and Dovedale Street, 
where he was living 
when he died at the 
accident hospital in 
1943. 


Alfred Neville Wilde 
qualified MRCS(Eng) 
LRCP(Lond) in 1895, 
with his practice and 
home at 29 Court Road 
with wife Ellen by 
December 1898. In late 
1914, he went to France 
as a military surgeon 
with the War Office and 
finally died in 1932 at 
Lusaka, Northern 
Rhodesia. 

Alfred’s parents were 
Lieutenant-General Sir 
Alfred Thomas Wilde, 
KCB CSI and Ellen 
Margaret (nee Greene) 
and when widowed, 

Lady Wilde paid a visit 
to Barry in June 1899, 
staying at the Windsor 
Hotel, no doubt to the 
delight of the proprietor, 
J Weaver. She later lived 
at ‘Dalhousie’, 313 
Barry Road, then in June 
1905 bought the larger 
house called 
‘Tynewydd’. There were 
no further reports of her 
after October 1906, but 
she died in 1921 at 
Galway. 

The advert 

announcing the opening 
of the Windsor Hotel in 
1896 must have attracted 
the Lady, being central 
and within walking 
distance of her son’s 
surgery. 

Although the practice 
was at number 29, it was 
situated on the corner of 
Maes-y-Cwm Street, 
with large stables for his 
horses. A large surgery 
still exists there in 2018. 

Elias Ranson Bowen 
qualified LMSSA in 
1896 and then MD five 
years later. With wife 
Margaret he was living 
at 4 Kingsland Crescent 
in 1900, but after a very 
short stay they moved to 
Bargoed. 

William Griffith 
Owen MB master 
surgeon (Glas) had a 
practice at 16 Romilly 
Road in 1900 but 
records show him at 
Conway Road, Canton 
three years later and then 
at Penygroes in 1919. 

Dental Surgeons 
gradually appeared but 
all patients would have 
been treated privately. 

In 1892, Joseph 
Thompson Willows LDS 
RCS of Cardiff held a 
surgery at Jones’ 
Chemist, Holton Road 
each Tuesday. 

Edward Kemp 
Cannell LDS RCS 
opened his practice at 
144 Holton Road in 
1896, living at ‘Clarence 
Villa’ 157 Holton Road 
for many years. 

In 1899, C Morgan of 
Cardiff held a clinic at J 
Reynolds’ Chemist in 
Holton Road twice a 
week. 

Then later, Richard 
Pittard Davies LDS RCS 
opened his surgery at 2 
Windsor Road and 186 
Holton Road, William 
Stoddart LDS 
RCS(Edin) was at 
‘Rosemont’ 8 Canon 
Street and William 
Moffatt at 142 Holton 
Road.

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When point-to- 
point came to the 
Vale — part three 

THIS is the third extract from his own horse Bon Jour, scored 


Brian Lee’s long out of print 
The Races Came Off - The 
Story of Point-To-Point Racing 
in South and West Wales, this 
time looking firstly at 1898. 

There was a large attendance of the 
county at the Glamorgan Hunt point- 
to-point held at Crossways, near 
Cowbridge. No-one worked harder to 
make the races a success than Tom 
Thomas, of the Bear Hotel, 
Cowbridge, who acted as secretary, 
starter and clerk of the course. 

Don’t let any of today’s secretaries 
tell me how overworked they are! 

The most popular win at this 
meeting was that of the Master of the 
Hunt The Mackintosh’s heavyweight 
race. Edgar David’s Mallard landed 
the lightweight event and David 
Watt’s Malapert the farmer’s race. 

A short while later Malapert was 
awarded the Fox Hunters’ plate at the 
Glamorgan Hunt steeplechases when 
it was found that Red Bolt had not 
been fairly hunted in accordance with 
the conditions of the race. Red Bolt 
had actually finished a neck in front 
of Malapert. 

In 1899, at the Glamorgan, held at 
Crossways on a Wednesday afternoon, 
The Mackintosh of Mackintosh 
Ambrose won the lightweight race by 
five lengths from Edgar David’s 
Mallard. 

Ambrose was ridden by Dr 
Moynan, who in 1895 had come close 
to winning the first Welsh Grand 
National at Cardiff’s Ely Racecourse 
with his five-year-old Measure For 
Measure. 

For the record, Measure For 
Measure, partnered by Mr J Lewis, 
was beaten four lengths by the 
favourite Deerstalker ridden by 
George Mawson. 

In the heavyweight race, which was 
won by Mr. W. Vizard’s Blazer, the 
riders had to weigh out at no less than 
14 stone. 

In 1900, whereas the two previous 
years the Glamorgan fixture had been 
held at Crossways, the course was 
near the Golden Mile. 

William Cope, who lived in 
Southerndown and who was one of 
the original members of the Bar Point- 
To-Point Race Club, landed the 
heavyweight race on Mr Cuffitt’s aged 
President, who beat the previous 
year’s winner, Blazer. 

The Bar, or Pegasus Club as it was 
called, was founded with the object of 
encouraging hunting and riding 
among members of the legal 
profession. 

In the lightweight race, in which 
Mr. F. Miles had the misfortune to 
break an arm, Mr Edgar David, riding 


comfortably from five year-old Crown 
Prince. 

The very next day President and 
Bon Jour opposed each other at the 
Glamorgan Hunt Steeplechases when 
contesting the Glamorgan Hunt Cup. 
Bon Jour emerged the winner by 
some 40 lengths. 

The winner of the farmers’ race, 
Messrs.Watts’s Rosebud, ridden by Dr 
Moyran, was sold to Brains of 
Cardiff, the brewery people. Whether 
it ended up pulling one of Brains 
wagon or not, I cannot say. 

The course for the Glamorgan 
fixture of 1901 surrounded a mound 
on the Cowbridge side of the village 
called Waun, Penylan, which was 
known as the ‘Kopje Grand Stand’. 

This venue was to be greatly 
favoured by members of the hunt 
because of its picturesque setting and 
uninterrupted view of the proceedings. 

Tom Thomas, of the Bear Hotel, 
Cowbridge, was the judge and his son 
Harry acted as starter. No doubt there 
was much celebrating in the Bear 
Hotel that evening as Tom Thomas 
took the farmers’ race on a mare 
called Miss Jones. 

The Mackintosh’s aged black 
gelding Magpie won the heavyweight 
event by a neck from Gerald Bruce’s 
Lady Edward who was obstructed at 
the last fence. 

Fine summer-like weather favoured 
the Ystrad at Pentyrch and there was 
some excitement in the lightweight 
race when Pilot, ridden by his owner 
Mr J. Powell, who had drawn well 
clear, fell at the last fence and was 
passed by Mr Thomas’ Irish Lass. 

Pilot’s jockey, however, smartly 
remounted and went on to catch Irish 
Lass on the line. 

At this meeting Gerald Bruce’s 
Lady Edward gained some 
consolation for her narrow Glamorgan 
defeat when leading from start to 
finish to take the heavyweight event. 

The races at this meeting were open 
to horses regularly hunted with the 
Ystrad and who had never won under 
Jockey Cub rules, and for riders who 
had never ridden to hire. 

Next time, in 1920, the riders meet 
at the Bear Hotel, Cowbridge, where 
the Crossways point-to-point course is 
pointed out to them.

Late drama sees 
Barry RFC open 
season with win 



BARRY RFC’s 
league season 
kicked off last 
Saturday when they 
entertained newly- 
promoted Taffs Well 
in an enthralling 
encounter which 
saw the home side 
snatch victory in the 
dying seconds of the 
game by 35-32. 

An early penalty from 
Kyle Barross gave Barry 
the perfect start which 
they gradually built on 
and after 20 minutes had 
increased the lead to 18 
points.
